Sandstorm in the Desert Te, «.» HH. Corrodi. 


Extract from the Artist's Diary:—I left Cairo in the early morning, 
January 12th, 1877, as I was anxious to study from nature that dread of 
the Desert, the Sand-storm, called by the Arabs, Kamsin, or fifty days, 
Kamse being five days. Having just passed the place known as the 
Fountain of Moses, about two hours out, the Storm came on with fearful 
violence. The wind carried little stones the size of walnuts, as if hail, 
before it, and I was obliged to dismount from my horse, take shelter 
behind the rock painted in the picture, and covering face and head, wait 
fora lull. In the night, about nine o’clock, my dragoman packed up 
again, and we started for home travelling very slowly, in fact taking 
double the time our journey had occupied in the morning. Although 
called Kamsin, there is some slight exaggeration in the title, the Sand- 
storm rarely lasting more than from two to three weeks, quite long 
enough however to do fearful damage to the caravans, a fact known to 
the vultures who hover overhead even as sharks in the tropics follow a 
fever-stricken ship.”
